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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To input and output efficiently a hand-written figure and 
character by outputting an electric signal when a pen is removed from a 
saucer and inputting data in an optional direction when the pen is 
inserted to the saucer but is not strongly depressed and performing a 
storke input processing when the pen is depressed strongly. 
CONSTITUTION: When a pen 3 is removed from a saucer 1, the electric 
signal is sent to a driving device 17 merely; and when the pen is inserted 
to the saucer 1 but is not strongly depressed, data is inputted in an 
optional direction on a plane with a weak force; and when the pen is 
depressed strongly, the stroke input processing is performed. The pen 3 
is provided with 8 individual electrodes 21 in the outside circumferential 
direction and is provided with a common electrode 20 on the inside, and 
the direction and the strength of the force on the plane which is applied 
to the pen are converted to electric signals.

A hand-written drawing and character input/output 
device, ... comprising; 

a processor acting as three devices: an output 
device a position input device moving in an arbitrary 

direction in a plane when the pen is inserted in the pen 
holder, but not pressed down strongly, and a stroke 
(straight line) input device when the pen is pressed down 
strongly ... 

Detailed Description 

It is determined whether the force applied is strong 
(fl) or weak (fO to fl) in that determined direction. If it is 
strong, the determined direction is recorded in the 
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processor. 

If it is weak, an electric signal is fed to the driver to 
move the tray in the recorded direction by a unit length 
only when it matches the recorded direction. 

In 11, digital electric signals representing the 
magnitude and direction of the force exerted on the pen are 
read, compared, recorded, and otherwise processed. 

It is well known that the capacitance is measurable 
with analog electric signals on the electrode line 25. 
Therefore, the magnitude and horizontal direction of the 
force exerted on the pen 22 held in the hand can be 
converted to electric signals. 
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
